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O man can hare in in the ground thereof, (as it z of 
fer:ce to Gods Sp:rit) but 1a the love cf God ; yer 
there may be and is hatred of fin (that 1s Juſtifiable,). 
before the love of Tod -15 known, and felr,and awelc 
in, and tha: manner of hatred ot ſin cams up under 
the L:w, 2d (tands under the ſame (to wit,the Law without; ) here 
men may cd ſuch anc ſuch things were {in and offence to the Spt- 
tit of Gud, :nd ſo believe what others have ſaid thereof, and never 
come to the Spicit of God in their own hearts and particulars, that 
the off--ce and 2 is againlt, and the love of that may. be ignorant 
of ; ſo; that which is fin and oftence to thz Spirit of God, is alſo an 
offence and burden ro, and on the creatuze and creation of God (in 
which this Spirir dwels, and 1s tobe manitelted in the Image, and 
Authority, and Dominion of God plzced in þis creature :) 

And as Nomns can ſervetwo malters, but he will bate the oxe aud. 
toe the other, or cleave to the one and deſpiſe the other ; So'is it in this 
particular of ſervitude j that thovyh fin would be a mafter, yet the 
truch b2ing receivedin the love thereof, and God cbeyed in the 
hezrr and mind of the ſoul ; he thar is Lord in the Members, and 
therein hath a Law (warring againlt the mindand its Law,) is hated 
in thzt mind, and warred againſt by the man (that pollefſeth the 
whole {:2me,) chough it may bz a thorn in the leh, and may have 
power to butfer, ro thew the creature his weaknefle, ang that hz 
tay not be exalred above meaſure : Bur where fin is loved inthe. 
heat, though the tiurh may be received (inthar man, ) yer it 18 held 
but in the untighteous party and the prayer is not heard, becauſe of 
a regard to intquiry therein, but-the iwbzettion to God(in that ſtare) 
1s but for vraths ſake, and fo a child of wrath and fury, and azainſt 
ſuch is wrath revealed from Heaven ; 'thouch that which'leads into 
an extream in the pafitonate part{again{t that in others whic 5 15 Lo:d 
at nome, and which they ſeek to rule by as they are ruled) t5 as rea- 
dy-tolead out into the affeQiorare part, (in any extream ſelf may: 
therein be pleaſed, and rule as Lord :) 

And this is a tate under the Law, in which the woman weuld 
/ rule, and that which defileth uſurp Authority, the feet abiding no$ 
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at home, nor the houſe kept in good order, bur a tatling abroad; and 
the buſie body becomes the complainer, and all is in a hurry, and a 


- continual b;awling, "that the man gets to the cop of the houſe, and 


nothing of the husbands advice is cook, neither is he learned of ; 
though the creature may be learned to cty .out againſt that which 
others hath declared co be finand evill, and may have a creaturely 
wiſdom to diſcourſe the offence co the: Spiric of God (as fo laid 
down by men,), but the more the creature is ſeer- in this work, the 
leſsis God honoured, and ſelf the more ſer up and exalted : 
Therefore that this woman may know her place and ſtare,it would 
b2 good for her to know (he is under the Law of her husband (as 
long as he liveth,) and let her ſhew him love by obedience ( that is 
becter than ſacrifice, ) that ſhe prerends relation to, leaſt he be yer 
tound alive, that gave the bill of divorce (becauſe of the hardneſſe 
of thy hearc ; ) and chou not free to be married to this other, even 
Chrilt; free from the Law of her firſt husband ; for The froward 
(hall not dwell in the houſe for ever, neither ſhall the complainer inherit 
goed, but a bond-ſlave ſhall be thair Lord, and they. both ſhall poſſeſſe 


+ grouble : And ſherto hate that which he controles, is the fulfilling of 


che Law,and aſubjetionthat anſwers the ſtare of a Prophet in God, 
the ſpicic. of the: Prophers being the informer, until the creatures 
own be ſubje&ed in ſuch a ſtare. 

For which cauſe this Leſlon(of the love of God) is worthy.to be 
heeded and learned by all p:ofeſſors and profeſſions, and &1bmiſſion, 
and ſubjeRion to the will ot God, (under all cryals,) that hath pati- 
ence for its rule, and fo: bearance for the ſhoulders, on which the 
work thereof islaid and builr, that honour and reſpe& the workand 
creature therein(in the Lord 3) in that though zt 75 become an ealie 
thing to-get words of truth, yet no man knows the mind thereof, but 
by ics ſpiric, and who is inthe life of its love : bur whoever 1s in the 
enmity and hatred of the creatures life, are in the enmity and ha« 
tred of God, and againlt his Spirir, b2cauſe Gods life is in his crea» 
ture(in whom they live,move,and have their being,) and therein he 
determined to rejoyce and delight; and where this love and delight 
dwels, it is manifeſted ro the world (by their loving their brothe! 
they ſee, without which God could not be ſeen or known; ) for it 
is the love of God inthe heart chat flows forth into the world (ir 
charity and every good work, ) bur where is envying, and (rife, anc 
malice, and every evil works the wrath of God abideth and reſtet! 
(on andin that ſoul)and how then can the loye of God be known i” 
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_ Power of the Creator,) that created all things to, and for his own 
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| Is thereby crucified and over-powred, and che delight over-born,by 


the worldly ſorrow and diſcontent of ſpirirthat works death ? ) 

In theſe particulars is weight co the ſerious hearred, that have 
known and enduredrthe wrath, anger, and hatred of God (inthe re- 
furreRion of the witnetle and ceſtimony of his ſpiric , that firſt made 
aoainſt chem) in che angry, wrathful nature of enmity and barred 
againſt his Spirit, and irs leading and guidance, in which all things 
come forth in fury and full of rage, and not 1nche winning overcom- 
ing power of Godzrhough ſervice for,and to God(in reference tothe 
ſubjeRion of what isin his way) may be, and is, in ſuch a (late, uoril 


- liberty and freedome ro Gods Spirir, be come up and known in the 
. earth; for it ſubjeRs the one, for che enlargement of the ocher 2 


Now whenthe Houſe of God was defiled, che wrath and anger of 


4 God was kindled and inflamed agaiaſt the Inhabicants ( che Inhabi- 
- rants of the Earth,)and the buſh burnt and was not conſumed(the vi- 


fion of which appeared in, and to Moſes, that could dwell in the 
judgment of God, and endure his wrath and anger againſt what it 
wasthen kindled (for the Seeds enlargement;)but Pharoak by whom 
it was kept in bondage, and whoſe life food in the cauſe and ground 
thereof, could not endure ir, bur was conſumed and overthrown 
thereby;yer the perfection of the work of God(at that day)ſood afar 
off the underſtanding of man : the ſubſtance of what did then in bon» 
dage or was inbondaged , being in therwo Seeds ; it being for the 
ſake of his creature (in which his own Seed and Spiric of truth had 
place) that he ſufrered the oppreſſures, and hard burdens,and yoaks 
that reſteth on his Seed, in which Pharath magnified himſelf, uncill 
God ſaw how to get himſelf a name inhis deſt;udtion, that fitted the 
veſſel, for that very end the Lord raiſed himup ( even for the ma- 
king known his power in, and on, ) for the veſſels were in his hand, 
as is the clay inthe hand of the Porter, which he might make for 
what uſe he pleaſe, and according to the pleaſure or diſpleaſure of 
his Spirit (that ated the man chat had his own mind and (piric that 
poſſeſſed the veſlel,) was the uſe of the veſſel honourable or diſho- 
nourable, and raiſedup to the ſame end/his power was made known 


"by, and in, he taking pleaſure where his Spiric reſted (that a5 the Sun 


ſhined onthe bad, as well as 200d, and as the wind blowed where 
it liſted, and no man knows whence it comes, or whither it hall re- 
turn,)chat returned from Pharoah finding no reft, whereby the veſ- 
ſel was ſo fitted (that of neceſſi:y) muſt honour and magnihe the 
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praiſe and glory, though: it had been implyed: in that which wasz -. 
and 1, to the diſhonour of his Spiciry that ſo created ic (in reference 
L&.its freedom and liberty). .

.relt on ſeveral conditions of the Creature, which they ſubmicting to, 
and laying.down uner, comes to Wiinelle a change, by, and inſuch 
conditions : bur if they continue in that the anger, wrath, and fury

a-cale of ccutroverfic chat one man may Lord it over the Conſcience 
of arother, bur. come. out of the controverſie andlet he that is Lord 
only,of, and over the Canſciencegtake place, and.ſee chat true Judg= 
ment be ſer up at home, (within in the hearr;) that can only diſtin- 
vuith for Gad ( there) and all the reſt-will ſoon ceale, and the ſtrife 
abour things under-a Law without will be ended, and rhe Covenanc 
felt chat pursan.end to that without (of wo:ks,) and b:ings in the 
grace and favaur of God,which reacheth to deny all ungodline(s and 
worldly lulis,the everlaſting Covenant of righteouſneſs inthe heart, 
and that of the garments and our-lide coverings, ſhall not be. the 
round of dittinRtion (in Jadgement,) that can be bur according to 
the appearance; bur the-naked and wnvailed heart ſhall be Gods 
witne(s,and no ſelf ſeparation will be able ro darken this glory, bur 

Powerendleſs is on their head, and Majelty is the garment of theic 

cloathing,thatare bid in the iorm of the day, and covered from the 

fury and rage of unreaſonable ren 3.-prailes endleſſe ro God for this + 
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
